SYRLA EXPECTS JORDANIAN ROLE IN REVISED CAMP DAVID FORMULA

[Article: "Following The Iesue of Members of the Moslem Brotherhood Train- 
ing in Jordan, Syrian-Jordanian Relations Deteriorate Further As a Result 
of King Husayn’s Visit to Washington") 


[Text] Knowledgeable Arab sources have told AL-SAFIR that official Syrian- 
Jordanian relations will deteriorate further in the next few days. 


These sources say that the reasons for this deterioration include matters 
of principle connected with political developments in the area, resulting 
from the Camp David agreements, as well as activities in Syria, including 
assassinations and bombings, of the Moslem Brotherhood. 


The Syrian leadership does not hide its extreme displeasure with the atti- 
tude of the Jordanian authorities, and considers that the Jordanian govern- 
ment's joining the Camp David agreements is only “a matter of time.” The 
same sources inaicate that the Syrian leadership has information that King 
Husayn went to Washington as a representative of the middle-of-the-road 
Arab axis which wavers between support of Camp David and opposition to its 
results. Damascus links the Venice European summit communique, which met 
with “understanding” on the part of a number of Arab parties, including 
Iraq, Saudi Arabia, Jordan, and some elements of the Palestinian resis- 
tance, to King Husayn's Washington trip at this particular time. 


According to one prominent official political source, some Arab govern- 
ments and parties have used their position regarding the Venice communique 
as an “open letter” to Washington. This source expects that an answer 
will come from Washington, although it may be delayed until after this 
fall's presidential elections which will probably be favorable to Carter. 


In the estimation of Damascus, King Husaym’s visit is tied to a "Pales- 
tinian role,” which developments in the Arab situation place him in a 

position to play. The stage will be set for a performance as of the be- 
ginning of next year (1981). In Damascus, there are sources which press 
the Palestinian leadership to be alert to the danger of the anticipated 

















role of King Supayo in this performance. Indeed, there are those who wish 
that the leader of the PLO had postponed his last visit to Amman, and had 
inquired about the health [of West Bank mayor) Bassam al-Shak'a by tele- 
phone or via special envoy, #0 as not to meet with Hussein on the eve of 
hie vieit to Washington, and so as not to give the Jordanian regime and 
Washington a chance to use Arafat's visit to suggest that there is "some 
kind of arrangenent" between ‘Arafat aid Husayn, 


In the area of Jordan's connection with the Moslem Brotherhood, sources 
say that ae far as Damascus is concerned this satter goes beyond suspicion 
ry speculation, because the Syrians possess information and conclusive 

evidence. Syria confronted the Jordanian authorities with some of this 

evidence “so that there was not much use in Jordan trying to cover up this 
onnection any longer.” 


it is understood that this subject was brought up at the accidental meet- 
ing between President Hafiz al-Asad and King Husayn.” in Belgrade at the 
funeral of the deceased Yugoslav leader, Josep Broz Tito. 


Some of those close to the meeting say that the conversation between the 
Syrian president and the Jordanian king was chilly and limited to short 
questions and incomplete answers. When the king asked what benefits Syrian 
unrest would bring him, President al-Asad answered to the effect that "you 
may get no direct benefits, but those that do get benefits are working 
through you.” 


Sources indicate that after this meeting Amman asked Darascus to provide 

it with the results of the Syrian investigations, particularly those con- 
cerning members of the Moslem Brotherhood in Jordan. Damascus provided 
some parts of its investigations and a list of wanted persons with specific 
addresses of their residences and places of activity (and training) in 
Jordan. Amman answered that it could find no trace of the wanted persons 
at the addresses given. 


Following this, it was reported that Syrian agents detained a number of 
suspects and then called on the Jordanian authorities to arrest then. 


Damascus notified Amman and other Arab capitals that it may find itself 
forced to hunt down those it views as a danger to the security of the 
Syrian people wherever they may be. Amman sent its minister of informa- 
tion, Sa'id al-Tal, to Damascus, where he was received by the Syrian 
authorities according to protocol. However, the visit did not dissipate 
the clouds overhanging Jordanian-Syrian relations. 


Knowledgeable sources predict that these clouds will not lift in the near 
future, especially as King Husayn's visit to Washington worsened the 
situation. Damascus believes the results of King Buseaga’‘s trip will lead 
one way or another to Camp David, although the situation may require Car- 
ter to come up with a revised and expanded version of the Camp David 
formula.

MILITANT MUSLIM GROUPS CRITICIZED FOR MISCONCEPTION OF JZHAD

[Text) I was invited by the medical society at the uni- 
versity of Kuwait to lecture on the ideology which must 
be pursued by the youth of Islam so as to play their 
proper role in the resurgence of our Islamic nation. I 
delivered this lecture on Thursday night, 24 April 1980, 
at the Sabah al-Salim theater in al-Khalidiyah. As this 
lecture helped light the way to many brothers who are 
interested in spreading the word of Islam, I thought of 
publishing it in AL-WATAN for the benefit of the general 
public. 


We explained in a previous lecture that Islam has a message for man, which 
is to have faith and preach it. We explained that the Islamic nation was 
strong when it carried out this precept, and disgraced when it ignored it. 
We said that there is currently a return to Islam, but that this return 
wi.l need some guidance. The first step is for Muslims to plan their 
political course with the spirit of devoted missionaries, avoiding trickery 
an! hypociisy. Now we come to the next step, which is to strive to unify 
the nation. 





Unity and community are binding religious requirements. But aside from 
that, no victory or glory can be achieved without them. This is what the 
Almighty God told His Blessed Prophet: "It is [faith] which gave you vic- 
tory and united the faithful. If you had spent all the resources of the 
earth, you would have been unable to unite them, but God did. He is 
mighty and wise."' The hearts of the believers are united by God's grace 
and generosity to this nation, as this verse says. But God also told us 
that in order to achieve brotherhood, we must observe certain rules, such 
as, in God's words: "Do not feud, for you shall fail and lose your wind." 


God also said: "O faithful, do not adopt the ideas of those who are in- 
ferior to you, and who spare no effort to confuse you." Thus, God made it 








Lear that .eudin, AGS falilure and hatred, and that ac epting blasphe= 
mous ideas plants unrest and rancor. The prophet forbade small or big 
differences in matters of creed or forma of worship. He said: “Read the 
Koran only when your hearts are in unison with it. When you have dif- 
ferences, do not.’ The prophet inatructed us to adopt practices which 
lraw us closer Cogether, such as saying "peace," visiting the sick, walk- 

ne in funerals, helping the troubled, and relieving the distressed. The

ir islamic awakening today comes at a time when several factors have de- 
ped that caused the Muslims to be divided into various governments, 
ree interests, conflicting parties and ideologies, and even sects 


which differ in their ideas about the basics of religion and its original 
principles. Indeed, this new religious awakening coi.icides with a com 
piete revival of all old rivalries, paganism and fanaticism which Islam 


iad overcome with power and magnanimity in the first round. 


\ll this places new heavy responsibilities on today's preachers of the 


faith. They have to unite the nation under one flag, get rid of old 
fanaticism, and rally the citizens around one doctrine and one code of 
law Of course, this will require a long period of effort, prayer, for- 


giveness and charity. Without unity of the Islamic world, believe me, we 
will never be able to confront our enemies. 


if unity, harmony and brotherhood are binding religious duties for all 
Musiims, they ere all the more so for those who have gone astray. Unfor- 
tunately, through erroneous practices, diverse interpretations and ideas, 
the preachers of the faith of God are divided into diverse sects, parties 
ind groups. If not openly hostile to each other, these factions are at 
least not in harmony and do not cooperate with each other. This wastes 
their effort: and allows penetration of their lines by the enemy. 





We cannot deny the existence of natural differences in individual inter- 
pretations which are due to differences in mentalities, and a different 
feel tor the problems we face in life and the methods we use to solve 
these various problems. But discord can be avoided by listening to other 
people's opinions and opposing views, without imputing evil intentions to 
others. Unfortunately, a large number of Muslims of various groups and 
sects do not properly adhere to Islamic moral laws. 


we therefore need a great deal of effort and a long time to reconcile the 
various Islamic groups and organizations. It is not necessary to merge 
them all into one group as this would seem to e impossible and not in the 
interest of any one group. Indeed, the existence of loving, cooperative 
groups, which are loyal to one another, may be tet:ier than having one 
group moving like a herd of sheep which follows bliadly the orders of the 
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shepherd. Such situations have led in the past, and can lead in the 
future, (oO many catastrophes for Islam. We should, therefore, seek coop- 
eration, partnership and mutual counsel among Islamic groups. We should 
leave alone the special characteristics of each group with regard to wor- 
ship, poetry, Literature, morality, or broad policies, because it may not 
be possible for one particular group to standardize all these different 
characteristics. 


For this reason, all we hope for is the development of some kind of mutual 
understanding and coordination among the various groups which advocate 
Islam, especially in matters of broad policy. This would ensure a unified 
Muslim stand and would close Muslim ranks in the face of their haters and 
enemies. 


This can only be achieved by becoming receptive to different opinions, and 
opening the door to criticisms with a view to rectifying the Islamic path. 
Closing the door in the face of criticism and opposite opinions inevitably 
precludes all possible corrections. This, in turn, leads to the same pit- 
falls over and over again, as is happening right now. 


Islamic groups are making the same past mistakes which resulted in the in- 
volvement of their members in sedition, and their exposure to torture, 
suppression and banishment. This is because of interference in marginal 
issues from which they do not have much to gain, even if they succeed. 
However, in the event of failure, which generally appears certain, these 
groups are torn up and their members are put in jail. On most occasions, 
this follows a meaningless act of assassination or sabotage or silly 
cemonstration. 


Closing the door of criticism sad reform has transformed such insignifi- 
cant acts into ideal methods of Jihad in the eyes of a number of Muslim 
youths. This is done by exaggerating and inflating such acts, presenting 
them as the ultimate goal of » mujahid, and describing those who criticize 
such acts as hypocrites or tiu d men. 


Because of these recurring errors, Islamic work and religious Jihad, eape- 
cially in our Arab East, has come to mean crazy movements and insane dis- 
orders. Islamic Jihad no longer stands for a straight campaign which 
achieves daily gains and conquers new positions. Jihad has mostly come 

to mean impulsive mob action which depends more on agitation and confusion 
than on logic and on following God's dictates to mankind. 


There is no doubt that closing the door of progress and guidance has led 
to the repetition of these mistakes, as we have already mentioned. There- 
fore, stated briefly, we need two things. First, we need a united Islamic 
struggle which can be achieved through agreement on the broad outlines of 
what constitutes Jihad for Muslim individuals and groups who are concerned 
with the Islamic mission. Second, we need a clear course to follow in 
preaching Islam. This course, or, in modern terminology, strategy, means

Saturday evening the imam Khomeyni resumed in wore violent tones the criticism 
he has been addressing to Moscow for several months, calling the USSR a "satan- 
ic great power" betore the 55 delegates from the liberation movements who are 
participating in the congress for Jerusalen.

[Text| Mohammed Ali Raja'i, 47, is a native of Qazvin (west of Tehran). tn- 
listed at 17 in the air force, which enabled him to continue his studies, he 
enters the Tehran Graduate Teachers' Training College, from which he graduated 
in 1960. In 1965 he became a member of the Movement for the Freedom of iran, 
which was founded by Mehdi Bazargan, the Ayatollah Taleghani and Yadoilah 
Sahabi. 


At that time Mr Raja'i was teaching mathematics in the Tehran high schools. 

He was imprisoned on three occasions for his political activities, and his most 
recent release was in the fall of 1978. He then became a member of the central 
committee of the Isiamic Teachers’ Association. After the fall of the monarchy 
he became minister of Education in the Bazargan government, a position he re- 
tained after the departure of the former prime minister.

From time to time the press counter-attacks, sometimes by warning Iranians 
against the “counter-revolutionary and pro-American elements” that wish to 
distract their attention from the “principal enemy,” sometimes by replying to 
President Bani-Sadr or Foreign Affairs Minister Qotbzadeh, 


To this day it has never picked up the statements of Imam Khomeyni, who has 
not always been gentie with the "Satanic second power.” On the contrary, at 

a time when the polemics were reaching a new summit in the press, in the 
spring, KOMMUNIST, a theoretical journal of the central committee of the PC 
[Communist Party], published an article by the secretary general of the 

Tudeh (the lranian Communist Party) and expressed unconditional support of the 
Qom patriarch.

With regard to the 
vorder tension, the TASS Agenc) recently published a dispatch taking up in 
turn the arguments of the Iranians and the Iraqis. From 19735 to 1978 Moscow 
delivered $1,500,000,000 worth of military materiel to Iraq and promised to 
“inerease the defensive capability” of that country at the time of Mr Susayn's 
visit in 1976, 


in April the Iranian ambassador to the USSR requested from the Soviet leaders, 
as a demonstration of friendship to the Islamic Republic, the cessation of arms 
supplies to Baghdad apparently with no result. The Soviets continue nonethe- 
less to publish declarations ot sympathy and support for the Iranian revolution, 
while constantly denouncing the "plots" hatched by the United States and their 
partisans.

American president, in permanent, direct contact with the other imperialiatc- 
ic powers of Western Europe, Japan and the Chinese hegemonists and it is

Yesterday, we epoke about the great danger which the political counter- 
revolutionary network Crainec by imperialiem poses for Iran and its revolu 
tion. In terme of the consecuences and effects which will arise from the 
activity of thie political necwork, American imperialiem, in the plots it 
ie preparing against the glo:.ous revolution of Iran, is giving the basic 
striking role to ite military system within the military and security 
armed forces. 


Now, following the unsuccessful Tabae militery aggression, after the 
latest expanded, dangerous military plot, in the conditions of broad mili 
tary preparations which Carter's government has taken from Diego Garcia 
island to the Persian Gulf, as the constant military aggressions against 
Iran's ground and air borders by the Ba'thiet regime in Iraq are being ex- 
panded with every day, as Anwar al-Sadat is turning Egypt into a base to 
create an “American air bridge” and send the traitor Bakhtiar to Iran, 
the role of the armed forces is of course exceptionally important and 
decisive. 


In the first deye after the victory of the revolution, the l6éth plenum of 
the Central Commitcee of the Tudeh Party of Iran, in “a recommendation... 
for the creation of a united people's front," referred in particular to 
the pressing need radically to reform the army in order to defend and pre 
serve the country's security. In the plenum's recommendation, the follow- 
ing appeared, among other points: 


“C. In vegard to the defense and maintenance of the security of the 
country: 


“Ll. The total Liquidation of all corrupt anti-national elements in the 
army. 


"2. Radical change in the system within the army to change it into a 
truly national, democratic, popular army by forming national committees of 
soldiers, noncommissioned officers and officers and guaranteeing every 
member of the army the right to participate in the political Life of the 
country” (MARDOM, 20 March 1979). 


The recent plot of imperialism led by American imperialism once again shows 
with further clarity, the exceotional importance of the radical and prompt 
renovation of the army. In his significant press conference, Hojjatoleslam 
Mohammadi Reyshahri, the Islanic law judge and chairman of the revolution- 
army court, pointed out how a “Military group” (whose chief was from the 
Nuhad green hat Brigade) participated in this treasonous plan. Although 

a purge had also taken place in this brigade, “most of which was from the 
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former guard of the deposed S sah and proved its loyalty to the former re- 
gime,' we nonetheless see Chat this brigade was one of the main centers of 
this conspiracy and ‘che Bagle organization also was represented in this 
brigade,” 


Who does not know Chac Che off cer and noncommissioned officer structure 

of the lranian army, gendarmerie, police and Savak was created with extra- 
ordinary care a long time ago oy Savak under the leadership of the espion- 
aue organizations of America, ritain and Ierael? As stated in the Central 
Committee of the Tudeh Party o Iran declaration, "Almost all the basic 
siote Lo this steucture Save deen handpicked, have been purified many times 
aod have been Crained in a specific form of oppression, that is, slavery 
and self-sacrifice co the Little devil, that is ‘the light of the Aryans; 
and Che great satan, that is, American imperialism." Of course, among the 
great reserves of personnel of some tens of thousands of officers and non- 
commissioned officers in the acmed forces, alongside a substantial portion 
of people who are indifferent about the future of the revolution, patriotic 
elements whicn are devoted and faithful to the glorious Iranian revolution 
ace not few in number; however, they are in the minority. The existence of 
this minority which is devoted to the revolution, and their self-sacrifice 
in the ranks of the army, the sendarmerie and the police--including their 
effective contribution to the discovery and suppression of this latest 
Creasonous plot-- must not inhioit serious confrontation with the issue of 
radically retovating the systens within the armed forces. To the contrary, 
the unsuccessful coup conspiracy has proved that the fundamental base of 
the counter-revolution is within che armed forces and the revived organi- 
zation of Savak specifically. The statements and confessions of a few 
military persons arrested in recent days show the amazing extent of this 
sase and its bold activity--«e ooldness and breadth which arose from a non- 
revolutionary, accommodating confrontation with imperialism, with the army 
and the armed .orces in the guise of the most important structure for pre- 
serving the system of dependen: royal tyranny which crushed the people and 
che most basic mechanism for tre activities of the regime which was over- 
thrown. In such sensitive moments, just as an army which is true to the 
people and believes in the revolution can have serious effect in defending 
the Islamic Republic of Iran, 50 can an army whose command and officer 
staff has not been purged of devoted, corrupt elements disloyal to the rev- 
olution entail losses which cannot be compensated for. 


A year and 4 months ago, for the sake of saving the revolution and streng- 
thening the Islamic Republic oc: Lran, we said, have repeated dozens of 
times since, and are stating again, following the experience with such 
dangerous conspiracies as those of Tabas and Hamadan: 


Purge the army and the other military and security forces of all anti- 
national, corrupt elements, of all satanic persons, of all devotees of 
che light of the Aryans, Saval members and dependent persons. 
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Create in the system of the army and in all structures of the armed forcus 
a radical change for the sake of transforming that into an army which is 
truly popular within the national democratic revolution.

criminals, and has exposed the role of the Ba'th of Iraq and its agents in 
creating a fratricidal war in Kordestan with the objective of weakening 

the Islamic Republic of Iran, creating strife among the forces of the people 
and preventing their unification. It has stressed that the American mili- 
tary aggression, contrary to the propaganda of its agents, was not con- 
cerned with the issue of the hostages but rather that its objective was to 
eliminate the Islamic Republic of Iran. 





In drawing conclusions from the phenomena which were connected to the ag- 
gression in Tabas, the Tudeh Party of Iran has shown that evacuating anti- 
aircraft artillery from the cities and garrisons hed a terrible massacre 
as its goal. The Tudeh Party of Iran has considered the bombing of the 
American helicopters, by which the documents and evidence of the conspir- 
acy were destroyed, to be indicative of the existence and the activity of 
forces linked with imperialism in some of the most sensitive decisionmaking 
positions and has given warning of this. The Tudeh Party of Iran, by lay- 
ing bare the broad conspiratorial belt which American imperialism has ex- 
tended against the [Iranian revolution and around the neck of Iran--a belt 
which has been extended from Chins, Pakistan and Saudi Aredia to Turkey, 
Iraq, Egypt and Israel--has proved that American imperialism is preparing 
another dangerous attack. 


To confront this great danger, the Tudeh Party of Iran has summoned every- 
one to alertness, has pointed to the necessity of absolutely crushing the 
networks of imperialist conspiracy and of arresting and punishing freed 
Savak members and agents of imperialism within the army, has summoned every- 
one to a firm unity and has warned against fruitless struggles which will 
only cause people's minds to deviate. 
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Since chac time, in spite of all the scurrilous language, calumnies and 
sometimes villainous charges which nave been made against us in the various 
media organe of che radio, television and newspapers night and day by the 
enemies of the parcy, the Tudeh Party of Iran has adopted a policy of re- 


fusing Co resort Co a corresponding method and, through ite manner, has 
eariy shown how the hypocrites, consciously or not, have been pouring

This confrontation by the Tudeh Party of Iran with the dangerous conspira- 
cies of American imperialism, on which the latest unsuccessful plot of a 
coup d'etat has placed che stamp of confirmation and validity, resulted 
and is vesulting trom the fact that the Tudeh Party of Iran is well aware 
of che decisiveness of the blow which criminal American imperialism has 
been dealt by the L[ranian revolution, and it knows that imperialiem's in- 
terests have become so afflicted with danger by the revolution of Iran and 
Afgnanistan chat the Awerican criminals may not even refrain from engaging 
in the most insane adventures. 


The Tudeh Party of Iran, in accordance with such a profound awareness, has 
given warning and has declared that the only way to confront this danger 
and the only way to keep it from being realized lies in the total awareness 
and unity of the people and the absolute immediate purge of the national 
and military organs. 


Unfortunately, in the wake of America's military aggression, the Tudeh 
Parcy of Lran's warnings in declaring the danger and the need for the adop- 
tion of categoric, radical measures did not receive the reaction they de- 
served in responsible circles and no one took the danger as seriously as 
they should have.

and stressed that ‘we must extirpate counterrevolution with all our force” 
(No 224) and “should smash the domestic bases of the conspiracy of American 
imperialism against the Iranian revolution" (225). We have stressed that 
“the Americans are coming back (Issue 227) and "the Americans are prepar- 
ing themselves for a renewed military onslaught" (No 229). We have said 
"If we are united and act in a revolutionary manner, our victory over the 
great satan, America, will be inevitable” (No 230). We have written that 
"The danger of America is serious, is immediate and is enduring" (Nos 230, 
233, 227, 243). We have shouted out that “we must never or under any con- 
dition forego the basic enemy, American imperialism" (No 234). We have 
roared "American's military aggression against Iran is a danger which is 
real and serious and can be repeated at any instant" (No 235). We have 
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warned “crush the counterrevolution before it has a chance to plot" (No 
244) and "Through alertness and unity we must avoid all forms of conflict 
and disturbance" (No 248), We have stressed that "the conspiracy against 
che revolution has been defeated but it has not been finished" (No 253), 
We have stated that ‘American imperialism is preparing itself for new ag- 
gressive measures against Iran" (No 261), we have given warning that ‘the 
counterrevolution is ready to attack" (No 265), we have declared that "In 
the sound and fury of disputes in the political climate of the country, we 
must not forget the basic enemy--American imperialism’ (No 266), and we 
nave asked ‘Why have the publications consigned American imperialism to 
oblivion?" (No 266), We have warned, we have warned and again we have 
warned: Do not forget the enemy. The members and sympathizers of the 
Tudeh Party of Iran everywhere and at every opportunity have spoken with 
the people and have summoned them to the need for vigilance. In all 
streets, people have seen (and are seeing) the placards of the Tudeh Party 
of Iran, which have labelled the American danger serious, immediate and en- 
during and have mentioned the need for unity.

It has become 
known that the enemy, from the day after the defeat of the first conspir- 
acy, has been preparing the second one, and it has become known that the 
enemy, as the people's forces have been engaged in improper internal strug- 
gles, has been drawing up plans for massacring them. It has become known 
that millions of people have faced annihilation and it has become known 
that the Tudeh Party of Iran has correctly seen this danger and pointed it 
out. 


Fortunately, we are now not alone. The friendly forces which are declar- 
ing ‘the enemy is not relenting” and that "this plot was not the first one 
and will mot be the last one either" are not few. 


Once again we warn: the enemy is preparing a third plot, with more dis- 
astrous and criminal dimensions. What has happened is just a fragment of 
a great conspiracy and every day one must await the emergence of other 
fragments of it from the water which has been polluted with md.

[Interview with 'Ozra Hoseyn, Bani-Sadr's Wife, by Raghidah Dargham, in 
Tehran; date not given] 


[Text] (Question! You have lived in and out of Iran. When did you leave 
Iran for a long period and when did you return last? 


[Answer] I was living between Iran and abroad until I was 18. After that 
I accompanied my husband .o France and lived there until last year. 


{Question] When did you return to Iran after the revolution? 


[Answer] After the Imam's return to Iran in February 1979, I returned dur- 
ing the summer of that year. I left Iran again to look after my children 
who were continuing their studies in France. I returned to Iran in Feb- 
ruary. 


[Question] Then you did not accompany your husband daily during the last 
2 years, when the move toward the revolution and then the revolution it- 
self were taking place in Iran? 


[Answer] During the past 17 years, or since I got married, I have not had 
a normal married and family life. My husband was involved from the begin- 
ning in political life and in reading and writing, especially after Imam 
Khomeyni moved to Paris. This increased my husband's political involve- 
ment. Now, I see my husband in private around half an hour a day only. 


[Question] Your two daughters are still studying in Paris. Why did 1 
live there while Iran was passing through the post-revolutionary perio. 
and while many Iranians, your husband included, called for the return cf 
all Iranians, graduates and students, to their country? 


[Answer] When I returned to Iran last summer, we decided that the whole 
family will live here. But my husband was living with his sister, and we 
did not have our own home to live in. My sister-in-law's house was not 
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(Question) Many lraniane feel that whe* they fought for has not been 
achieved yet. Because of that, they are beginning to have 4 sense of dis- 
appointment. What, in your opinion, can restore the Iranian people's 
confidence in the revolution and what can this revolution achieve’ 


Anewer) 1 do not think that the people's disappointment is as great as 
you imagine. but, in order to overcome this problem, and regain the peo- 
ple's confidence in the revolution, there must be a move from the phase 
of slogans to the phase of action. This would effectively convince peo- 
ple that changes are taking place. Although negative factors do exist, 


these are not as big as some people, particularly foreign correspondents, 
imagine them to be. 


Question) Some Iranians told me that their disappointment is due to 
several causes, some of which are that promises have not been fulfilled, 
that there is no need now for revolutionary courts, that personal free- 
dom does not exist, that the cost of living is getting higher every day, 
and that there are nc opportunities for work. Although they realize that 
the government has hardly started its work, they feel that what they were 
seeking has not yet been even partially achieved. 


Answer] When you say that personal freedom is limited, you have to com- 
pare the people's freedom today with the freedom they had during the previ- 
ous regime. There is no comparison. 


It can be said that today's situation is not ideal, but the freedom that 
the people enjoy is better than what they had during the previous regime. 


*s for economic problems and the unavailability of jobs, this is partly 
due to the economic pressures and sanctions that Iran is threatened with. 
There are other reasons for these problems. For example, if we are able 
to solve the hostage problem and overcome the economic sanctions, we can 
turn our energies and efforts toward developing the new life of Iran. 


[Question] Do you think that the hostage problem is in the way of progress 
toward finding solutions for domestic Iranian problems, especially economic 
problems! 


[Answer) It is not the main problem, but it is one of the factors in the 
way of overcoming these domestic problems. 


uestion] Do you believe that the hostages should be released in order 
to get rid of the pressures exerted on Iran and enable it to attend to its 
private affairs? 


‘Answer| This matter is up to the assembly which will discuss and decide 
ym the matter.

‘Anewer| Yes. I am close to him politically and as a wife. What is re- 
ferred to today as independence from East and West originated from the 
‘negative balance’ principle of the late Dr Mosaddeq. My husband believes 
in this principle and is working on a book based on Dr Mosaddeq's papers. 
| am assisting him on this project. The book aims at explaining inde- 
endence and self-reliance and also discusses the necessity of renouncing 
external influences and returning to Islan. 


Question] Imam Khomeyni is the spiritual and political leader in Iran, 
and your husband is the president. Do you think the Imam placed suffi- 
clent trust and support in your husband to delegate to him the authority 


to exercise his powers as president? 
\newer) Prior to the presidential elections, my husband requested the 
imam not to support any of the candidates and allow the people freedom of 
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cholee, The Imam did that and my husband won with a majority of i2 mil- 
Lion out of 15 of 16 million; that is, with a 75 percent popular vote. The 
imam supported and is still ready to support my husband and help him over= 
come existing problems and build a new Islamic Iran. 


\Question] Why, then, does the Imam not put an end to the concentrated 
attacks against president Bani-Sadr by the clerics, who thus impede his 
freetom of action and progress? 


Anewer) I do not think that all clerics are the same, especially with 
regard to impeding my husband's freedom of action. Many of them help hia. 
those who try to stand in his way are not supported by Imam Khomeyni. 


Question] Do you think that Imam Khomeyni supports the president enough? 


\Anewer) Yes, the Imam supports the president. But should he give him 
more support, problems could be solved more eas‘iy. 


Question) During the elections, you said that your husband won the sup- 
port of around 12 million people. How, as the closest woman to this man, 
could you describe the qualities that made him earn this support? 


(Answer) My husband is a diligent worker. During the past 25 years of 
opposition to the previous regime, he followed one path that was based on 
neutrality and his path never changed. He is an indefatigable optimist.

[Question] As a woman, do you think the Islamic revolution gives women 
enough respect and understanding? 


Answer) Politically, women are active in all fields. During and after 
the revolution, women were active in all areas. I hope this continues un- 
til both women and .en are as free as they should be. 


Question] Pardon me, but I disagree with you. I agree that women were 
active during the revolution, but they were restricted after the revolu- 
tion.

(Text) The interview presented here was conducted on 5 
December 1979. It is part of the work which began in the 
spring of 1979 on the anthropology of the Iranian revolution; 
the project is directed by Paul Vieille. 


Hasan K. comes from Qodrat-Abad, a village close to the city 
of Damghan, located about 300 km east of Tehran. He arrived 
in the capital in 1975. He is the father of eight children, 
ranging in age, at the time of the interview, from 6 to 24. 
Two of Hasan K.'s daughters also live in Tehran; one is a 
domestic worker, and the other is a police employee. The 
family's only son is also in Tehran, working as a carpenter 
in a prison there. Hasan K.‘'s wife still lives in Qodrat- 
Abad, where she oversees the farming of their small plot of 
land. Because of the lack of water, part of the land they 
own can not be farmed; the family wheat harvest, which they 
consume themselves, feeds the six members of the family who 
have stayed behind in the village. 


Hasan K. himself is a cleaner in a semi-public office located 
in the northern suburbs of Tehran in a chic residential area. 
He lives in the neighborhood and attends the mosque there, 
the mosque on Ferechteh Street, 
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Interview with Hasan K, 

Question: What are the differences between this revolution 
and other revolutions? Is it its Islamic aspect which is so 
important? 


wer: What differences, what other revolutions? 


Question: Revolutions that have happened all over the world. 


Answer: This revolution is no different from the revolution 
of His Holiness Ali (first Shi'ite imam), from the revolution 
of the prophet of Islam and of His Holiness Ali. 


In fact, if people do what they should, now that the Imam 
Hoseyn and the prophet of Islam are no longer here, and now 
that their representative is Master* (i.e. Imam Khomeyni), 
they should do everything he says. Now the United States is 
doing things--but if people act as they should, now there is 
no difference between this time and the time of the prophet 
of Islam. 


[f someone does not rise up when an enemy against Iran appears, 
he will have a debt to pay on the day of the resurrection; he 
will certainly have a debt. If--and may God preserve us from 
this!--this revolution fails, it is Islam which fails. We 
won't be able to hold up our heads, godlessness (khofr) will 
invade the country. Even if all of the people suffer martyr- 
dom, then another generation will take over from them. (Un- 
derstood: people must fight even if everyone suffers martyr- 
gom). 


Question: Why has Mr Khomeyni become the representative of 

the imam and not Ayatollah Golpayegani or Ayatollah Shari! et- 
@adari or Ayatollah Marachi? What happened? Who said that 

it is Mr Khomeyni who is the representative of the imam, and 
not the others? 





Answer (hesitating): Maybe because he is...um...; look, I 
can't read and I don't understand much about books and about 
things like that, and I don't have a good memory. But I do 
know that Mr Khomeyni, as the damned shah said, once when he 
went to talk to him, he had asked him to go... But, who was 
it before Mr Khomeyni? 





r Note: “Monsieur” is here translated as “master" to 
convey the feeling of the person being interviewed. 
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Question: Oh yes, Ayatollah Bouroudjerdi and Ayatollah Hakim, 


Answer (going back to the supposed words of the shah): 
Ayatollah Bouroudjerdi had said he had nothing to do with 
those tricky problems (i.e., political issues). 


Then Master answered that Ayatollah Bouroudjerdi was a Seyyed 


like Hasan and he, Mr Khomeyni, was a Seyyed in the style of 
Hoseyn, 


(Note: The Seyyeds are in principle the descendants of the 
family of the prophet. Hasan and Hoseyn represent two 
models in Shi'ism, both of whom are highly respected: Hasan 
is known for his endurance, his exceptional integrity; he 
suffered evil and interiorized it rather than rebelling. On 
the other hand, Hoseyn represents an open revolt against 
evil and injustice, and the rejection of compromise with any 
form of evil. Ideologically, while respecting the highly 
venerated example of Hasan, Shi'ism favors Hoseyn, whose 
martyrdom at Kerbala is celebrated lavishly every year during 
the days of Achoura and Tassoua). 


I will fight you to the end, Khomeyni told the shah, and he 
did. So Islam had reached that point. 


Question: Let's see: Mr Khomeyni speaks of martyrdom. What 
does martyrdom mean? 


Answer: Martyrdom? A martyr is a person who seeks and 
finds death in the cause of Islam and when you become a 
martyr, you go to paradise. You are absolved from all your 
Sins, even if you have committed many sins. We Moslems must 
believe that, and that is the main thing. On the expedition 
with the Imam Hoseyn or the prophet of Islam, every man, 
whether criminal or sinner, who left home after making a 

vow to fight at the sides of the Imam Hoseyn or the prophet, 
if he met infidels along the way and suffered martyrdom, 
then he went straight to paradise; if we, the Moslem people, 
offer proof of gratitude, then suffering martyrdom is not 
hard, even if you say the prayer (namaz) or not. If in this 
course (of martyrdom), you submit to the order of the repre- 
sentative of the imam when you see that the enemy wants to 
attack Iran, this country of the Islamic revolution and of 
Islam, it is every man's duty to defend it, even if he loses 
his life doing so. And in any case, at the end we all have 


to die; and it js good to die for this cause and to become 
a martyr! 





Juestion: Mr Khomeyni speaks a lot about "Mostaz'af" and 
"Mostakbar"; who are they? 


Answer: "“Mostaz'af" is the class with little property; but 
we can't gay that everyone who has something is “Mostakbar"; 
for example, those who have one, two, or three nouses, The 
"Mostaz'af" are the ones who in the accursed regime did not 


have the right to speak freely, and if someone suffered an 
injustice, he did not dare to protest against it; just re- 
‘ently I went to hear a religious leader preach at the 
Ferechteh Mosque and he was talking about this. He said 
that we should not consider those who have one or two houses 
or whose life is a little easy to be “Mostakbar,” and con- 
Sider ourselves, who have no house, to be "Mostaz'af." Even 
people who have two or three houses can be "Mostaz'af.”" We 
can't treat them as “Mostakbar." And s0 we can't go to take 
over their houses (After the revolution people with poor 
hou: ; occupied empty houses or apartments belonging to 
owners designated as “Mostakbar"). 


Suestion: But then, who is a “Mostakbar"? 

Answer: "“Mostakbar" may be people who have a large fortune, 
a lot of property and houses. A large fortune, and aside 
from that, people who commit injustices; not only do they 
have a lot of property, but they commit injustices against 


the people below them, 


Suestion: For example, take a merchant in the bazaar who 
} | 


practising Moslem. Even if he is very rica, is he a 
Mostakbar"™ or not? 


Answer: "“Mostakbar"? I don't know. It is up to Master 

to decide that. We can't determine that, we are all follow- 
ing the orders of our Master the guide (Ayatollah Khomeyni). 
We can't decide who is “Mostakbar," or who isn't; what I 
said was just an example, because we, the ordinary people, 
can't decide that for ourselves. 


Juestion: Who does decide who is “Mostakbar" and who is 


"Mostaz'af"? The representative of the imam? (i.e., Ayatollah 
Khomeyni). 


Answer: It is the imam who has to decide, and after him, 

his representative and the “ulemas” (scholars) of Islam, all 
those who are versed in the study of the Koran and who follow 
the imam (i.e. Khomeyni). Of course, everybody follows the 








imam but those people are the “ulemas" of Islam; we, the 
ordinary people who don't know the Koran, we can't judge 
that. 


Question: What happened? Why did this revolution take 
place? For 35 years we had the “taghouti" regime of the 
shah. Then all of a sudden there was revolution and people 
said “no” and ran out into the streets to demonstrate. 


Answer (impatiently): What happened, you said? 


Question: That is, we have had this revolution for a year 
and a half. What made it take place? 


Answer: What caused this revolution: well, there is a well 
known proverb that says that something thick and sturdy does 
not tear, except for injustice; when the cord of injustice 
swells too much, it rips apart from its very size. And that 
is what happened, 


Because he committed so much injustice, it was actually the 
damned father of this shah who laid the foundations for in- 
justice and decay. We were in a village and I remember that 
his police came there. There was a stream, and in a place 
where the water was about 1 meter deep, the women were there 
washing their clothes. The police came from alongside a 
tower and saw that the women were wearing the veil. They 
attacked them to tear off their veils. All of the women ran 
into the fortress, but one of them ran beside the fortress; 
the police threw water on her and tore her veil off her head. 
(Reza Shah, the father of the late shah, in order to “modern- 
ize" the country, about 50 years ago ordered the elimination 
of the veil. At that time there was a great deal of violence 
committed by the agents of order against women from the popu- 
lar classes who wore the “chador"). He had so much power, 
the father of the last shah; he used his power in the ser- 
vice of godlessness, oppression, and injustice; he had a lot 
of power. Now I hope, just like the intellectuals, who 
should also hope for the same thing, that a president of the 
republic .ill be elected who will have the same power as the 
accursed father of the late shah, but power to be used for 
lawful and Islamic things, while the father of the late shah 
used his power for injustice, oppression, and godlessness. 
Everything that goes up must come down, and as they were 
(aised up, they must be brought down. I do hope that when 
"he president is in office, he will in time make the women 
who are now not wearing the veil go back to it. Some of 
these women who are not wearing the veil are 30 or 40 years 
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Old, and they think things have always been that way. But 
hope that through the Oneness of God, the two severed hands

estion: How did you learn about this revolution? How 
| of you pour out into the streets, how did you take 
in the demonstrations? 


\nswer: With the revolution, we saw that the people were 
right; maybe half of the Iranian people had no knowledge of 
what was going on, didn't know that there was so much in- 
jus and oppression. I was working in a business; there 
new two engineers, very simple engineers who were easy to 
talk to. I asked them questions that I couldn't answer for 
nyself. 1 asked, for example: who is this shah? They told 
ne, we don't really know what he is, but if we judge him 
ling to his father, with his policy of removing the veil, 
mn it is clear that he is not good. His father laid the 
foundations for injustice, oppression, and the removal of 
che veil in this country of Islam and this one (his son) is 
icting just like his father. 


[ don't know anything about his other actions; from what 
<now, I can judge that he is not good and even that he 
1ctually bad. As for the other things, I am illiterate and 
't know how the country is governed, but it should be 
better than it is. The situation of the people of Iran should 
much better. What is the amount of its wealth? I don't 
<now. These two engineers were talking and they said that 
' didn't know what was going on and that I didn't know that 
ill the money of this country goes into the pockets of for- 
eigners. For example, they bring in a foreign engineer, who 
ioes the same sore of work as an Iranian, but he gets 20,000 
nans while his Iranian counterpart gets only 5,000. That 
not good at all; it is the story of a person who takes his 


| 


laily bread to another's table. 
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Now, if you are the shah of this country, and if you give all 
this country's profits to foreigners, if you don't let this 
country make any progress, is that right? If a craftsman 
wanted to build a useful and very good industry, everyone 
knows that he was stopped and gotten rid of. If someone in 

a factory wanted to bring in a technical innovation, as soon 
as they heard about it, as they told us, they got rid of him, 
They did everything so that the Iranian couldn't do anything 
for himself, so he wou.u continue to need the foreigners. 
This shah always defended the foreigners and other countgies, 
so that his own people couldn't make any progress. 


Finally I saw that the two engineers said a lot of things and 
little by little I understood that they were telling the truth, 
Afterwards, during the revolution, I saw that people were 
pouring into the streets and a month later the streets were 
packed, but no one imagined that things would happen like tha-. 


Question: But when you went to we demonstrations, you 
didn't think that the shah could be overthrown, did you? Did 
you really think he could be removed? 


Answer: Well, I did and I didn't. At first, no. But when 
I saw that the people, fortunately, thanks to the Oneness of 
God, were so determined, that they wouldn't turn back, then 
I did. 


Let's take the case of America. You always have to be ready 
to die; a person who isn't afraid of being killed can do what 
he wants with America and it is even possible that he may win 
because at that time, the people did exactly that. 


The bullets were raining down on them without stopping and 

no one turned back. In some places two or three rows of men 
were decimated and again they moved to close ranks around the 
women and the soldiers again started firing at them. 


Question: How are people kept informed? What do people 
think? 


Answer: They think that the Americans are not Moslem. and 
the ones who are come from Iran. 


For a person who is not Moslem, his cause and his life are 
different from those of Islam, that is clear, and his actions 
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are opposed to Islam. Well, it is obvious that his cause 
purpose is not the same as that of Islam, and 
his goal is not pleasing to Islam and to the people of Islam. 


. all this we can see that before, many people did not 
.ve any knowledge (agahi), and now they do. This nation of 
in is so underdeveloped and that is because of America, 
because some of these foreign countries are against this 
ntry, and they took our profits. They do not want Iran 
things worthy of itself, they don't want it to become 
ndustrialized, and to make progress, 


Juestion: What is "“taghout"? (An expression from the Koran 
which in everyday language means the shah's regime or any 
injust regime). When people say "taghouti" (adjectival 
form), the time of "taghout," what do they mean by that? 


Answer: The time of the coffin ("taghout" and "tabout" 

are almost homonyms: the second word means “coffin": the two 
words are written quite differently, but as the person inter- 
viewed is illiterate, he understood "coffin" instead of 
"taghout," and found a clever explanantion to justify this 
term), that means that his intentions and his actions were not 
jood for his own country and people say that everything he has 
is like a coffin, and that means that it is put in a coffin. 


Juestion (trying to make him understand the difference): No, 
taghout," what was "“taghout," people say he was “taghouti,” 
hat the shah is “taghouti." Haven't you heard this term, 


Answer: h yes, “tabout" means that he is a supporter of 
the shah. "Tabouti” is a person who supports the shah's 


iestion (giving up): And then why do they say “tabouti”" 


Al 


Answer: "Tabouti"” means that all of the shah'"s actions were 
igainst Islam and against the Iranian people and that is why 
they didn't want him, why they demonstrated and made the re- 

ylution, just to get him to ieave. Now a person who is 
for the shah is called "tabouti" (of the coffin). 


Question: Let's see, did you vote for the new constitution? 





Question: You read it? 


Answer: No, I didn't read it; the fact that our Master read 
it was enough for us; when Master said that it is qood, we 
won't have the right to criticize it. If we have criticisms, 
it is up to Master and to the “ulemas" of Islam to take care 
of that. We who are illiterate, and even if we weren't, 

we shouldn't be so curious about our guide (Imam Khomeyni). 


Question: But it seems that Ayatollah Shari‘armadarw said 
that there are some problems with this constitution; he is 
one of the “ulemas" of Islam. Then who is telling the truth, 
he or the imam? 


Answer: Well, it may be that there were some thirgs like 
that. But as this matter has to be settled, the scholars 
don't stir up troubles among themselves and don't say that 
Mr Shari'tatmadari said this and that things must be done in 
that way. Even if there are differences in points of view 
or if he did criticize it, afterwards, as it was agreed, the 
places of the constitution that deserve criticism will be 
redone. People know that things will be fixed; it isn't up 
to the people to say that since Mr Shari'atmadari criticized 
this part, we will not vote for the constitution. Well, if 
he criticized two or three parts of it, he will settle that 
with our Master and the scholars of Islam; they will study 
it with the Revolutionary Council and will eliminate those 
parts. 


Question: After the revolution many Islamic scholars, many 
clergymen held important positions, didn't they? In your 
Opinion, is that a good thing? Can someone at the same time 
concern himself with spiritual things and handle temporal 
matters? 


Answer: Yes, and if you want to know the truth, this is for 
the good of Moslems and of Islam and we should accept this. 
These "“ulemas" of Islam have studied so much and so hard. 
For example, if someone goes to the university or is hired by 
the government he studies and gets a salary; but the Islamic 
scholars went to the mosque, say to Feiziyeh in Qom, where 
they studied and every month they got 20 or 30 tomans (the 
equivalent of 12 to 18 francs). They worked hard, they took 
a lot of trouble for Islam. They were given lessons on the 
Koran. And now, it would be senseless for them to talk of 
prayer, of the ritual ablutions (Ghosl), to preach, to speak 
of these Islamic things without having any hold on the 
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killed some and even fired at us, but where I was no one was 
hit. No matter what might have happened, I went there; I 
went a8 far as I could and now, a8 soon as they say to, ! 
go, even though now it len't to fight. But the essential is 
that everything the imam says, we must do, point by point, 


Jueetion: Then you did the political fast because the imam 
gave the order? 


Anewer: Yes, because of the imam; but it was the "students 
following the way of the imam" who announced it; I heard 
about it from them, I don't remember if our Master mentioned 
it; maybe he said to do it, 


Juestion: Who are these students who follow the imam. When 
were they organiz.d, what do they say? 


Answer: They were probably organized after the revolution. 
After the revolution everyone had his job to do; they also 
formed a sort of office. 


Juestion: But who did that? 


Answer: It was probably directed by the ®ulemas" of Islam, 
by Our Master. 


Question: The Mojahedin (group of guerrillas who fought 
igainst the shah's regime, now a political movement, advoca- 
ting @ very progressive Islam) also say that they are Mos- 
lem, but some people say they are not true Moslems, that they 
ire marxists who pretend to be Moslems. What do you think 


ibout that? 

Anewer: Yes, I have heard of them, There are always some 
who are good and some who are bad. They shouldn't all be 
treated as if they were the same. There are some sympathizers 
of Islam among them, afid there are some who are against 

[sliam. But we really don't know what they are. For example, 


ople may say that in a particular city, the residents are 
t good people; if I were bad, is it fair to say that because 
ime from such a place, all the people from that place are 
bad You shouldn't do that; if someone is bad, you shouldn't 
say that his relations or his city are bad, 


Have you heard of Chariati? 


P > 7 : . "Ty ” a ; 
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one could wear any hat other than the Pahlavi hat (imposed by 
ferce, supposedly to “modernize” the country's customs, as 
was done in Kemalist Turkey), and if someone went into the 
city wearing another hat, {t was torn off his head and he was 
fined. He (Reza Shah) wanted to show his strength by doing 
that and he wanted to get people to do what he wanted without 
complaining. In all his actions, the people knew that he was 
being unjust, that he was a tyrant, But what is the sense 

of that? Can't a person wear whatever sort of hat he wants? 
Should there only be a Pahlavi hat, or if not, should the 
wearer be arrested, fined, and have the hat he is wearing 
torn off his head? 


Question: If people knew since that time that they were 
oppressing the people and that they were infidels, why didn't 
they react then? 


Answer: They didn't do anything at that time because people 
didn't know (agahi) what was happening then; in fact every- 
thing, including this revolution, has its time. When our 
Master was exiled, there had already been many people killed 
in Tehran, but then many people didn't know about it, and 
even if they did, they couldn't do much about it; anyway, 
there is a time for everything. Our Master who had the know- 
Ledge of what was hidden (elme gheibe) knew when the time would 
come; it was necessary that oppression and evil invade the 
entire country, all of Iran, so that it would become clear 

to the people who is good and who is bad. For our Master, 

it is not a matter of defending his life. If they come, 
arrest, and kill all of the “ulemas" of Islam, if Islam does 
not survive, what is the good (of living)? All this is done 
to defend Islam and its future. The reason why our Master 
and the people have Gone everything is for Islam, and not 

for themselves. They thought that things would start to go 
from bad to worse, with every year worse than the year be- 
fore, and that godlessness would invade the nation and 
threaten Islam. The reason why people did not react to the 
news of our Master's exile (in 1963) is that they had no 
knowledge (agahi). Many of the cities did not know anything; 
how would they have known? They did not know there was such 
a guide, such a Master, and that such an injustice had been 
done. If some people did know about it, they were only 10 
against 20 people who did not know about it. It is true, 
according to the law everything has its time. We had to 

wait for godlessness to invade the entire country to prove to 
everyone that there was a miracle: all the cities, the vil- 
iages, the regions... 
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still and he could have forced them to behave and to act 
lecently. But as he was evil, he shot the arrow but kept 
hold of the bow. He let his people know what he wanted, and 
then they did whatever he wanted, Otherwise, he could have 
stopped them. If the shah's advisers were bad, it is be- 
cause he himself was bad and that is how he wanted them, 


Juestion: When did you come to Tehran from your village? 


Anewer: It's been 4 years, 
Question: Why did you leave your village? 


Answer: I couldn't support myself there any longer. If you 
want to know the truth, listen. In order to have the right 
way of thinking you must spend your youth in the right en- 
vironment. If you want to go to paradise, live in the right 
environment, and if you want to burn in the fires of hell, 
still go to live in the right environment. In both cases, 
you are the one to decide. In my village where I have just 
spent some time, I attended demonstrations and prayers, but 
there were no collective prayers. Here in Tehran I take part 
in collective prayer all the time. A person who tries to 
lo what his religion tells him to do is sure that he will 
have a better place on the day of the resurrection. That 
is certain, for if everyone is treated in the same way on 
the day of the resurrection, then there is no divine justice. 
The person who says his prayers, who fasts, who submits to 
the best of his ability to the commands of God and to the 
rders of the guide of the revolution and of the scholars of 
islam, he is much different from the person who knows what 
do but does not act accordingly. There are many people 
who know they should pray and who can fast but find it hard 
practice their religion. But that is our most essential 
luty. At noon, prayer is an obligation, and again at dusk. 
How could it be that everything is done except prayer? 


Collective prayer has 100 times more merit than individual 


prayer. The “ulemas" say so and they did not just make that 
. All that is a commandment of the Koran and the Koran 
came from God. 


There are wealthy people and nobles who say that no one has 
yet brought back any news from the other world. What does 
that mean? That the dead have not yet told us what happens 
in the other world. But people who believe in Islam, in 


il, in his prophet and in the resurrection do know what 
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Question: Can a man have four wives? If a man can support 
all of them, can he have three or four wives? 


Answer: Yes, some “ulemas" of Islam say 80, and some even 
say a man can have up to seven wives if he can support them 
all and if the wives agree. Well! Islam doesn't object to 
that. It is the command of Islam; Islam has given us many 
benetits for which we are not grateful. As the "“ulemas”" 

say, those who can live their lives while preparing for their 
other life are truly happy. They will not burn in the flames 
of hell but will go to live in paradise. How great their 
happiness is! 


But yes, aman can, if he is capable, have two or three wives 
and Islam does not object to that! 


Question: What about the women who go out without veils and 
wear makeup. They say they want freedom and that people are 
trying to take them back 1,400 years. What do you think of 

that? 


Answer: I hope that with the assistance of the imam of time, 
this Islamic republic will act so that these women will come 
to take the veil on their own, and that their behavior will 
change of its own accord. Even here in Tehran, since the 4 
years that I have been here, especially in the north where 

a great many women do not wear the “chador,"” since the revo- 
lution took place, believe me, half of them have started 
wearing the “chador." The ones who went around bareheaded 
now wear the "“chador,.” 


Question: Why do they wear the veil now? 


Answer: Well! Because of this revolution, because of Islam, 
because they see that Islam is right. And the ones who 
aren't yet wearing the veil, that is because it is incon- 
venient for them, it is a little hard to get used to, but 
even they say that Islam is right and they think that they 
should wear the “chador." The veil gets in the way of the 
feet and hands. They can't drive if they wear the veil. 

But in spite of that, if they don't feel free with the veil, 
they should make the effort and that will have merit in the 
other world. If you make an effort to do good in this 
world, that has merit and the more you do, the more you will 
be rewarded in the other world. People close to the prophet 
asked him once why man has to suffer and work hard in this 
world, how much trouble he should take, how much he should 
pray for the other world. He answered that a man who is a

_Text_ "Iraq's Husayn: An attempt to nurse a image." Such and similar 
headlines recently appeared above articles in the world press, which dealt 
with “changes” in the country on the Euphrates and Tigris, ruled for the 
past 12 years by the Arab Socialist Ba'ath Party. Indeed, since his final 
seizure of power last summer, Saddam Husayn, the strong man of Iraq, has 
tried to point lragi foreign policy in somewhat different directions. A 
year ago, in a nonviolent manner somewhat unusual for his country, he re- 
piaced his uncle, General Hassan ‘al-Bakr, and assumed the office of presi- 
dent. in the preceding years he was vice president and already exercised 

e good deal of influence on Iragi politics. Shortly after Saddam Husayn's 
actual seizure of power, though, the old "Iraqi conditions” resurfaced: 
The president had 21 party and government members executed, claiming that 
they had planned a coup at the instigation of Ba'athists in Damascus. To 
this day lraq has not managed a reconciliation with its Syrian rivals 
though, only 18 months ago, the two countries had intended to unite. Michel 
Aflag, co-founder of the Ba'ath Party with Salah 'al-Bitar (lately assassi- 
nated in Paris), lives in Baghdad, the visible embodiment of the fact that 
the Ba'ath Party on the Tigris represents the "pure doctrine" of Arab so- 
cialism and nationalism. 


A visitor to Baghdad, a faceless megacity proliferating on both banks of 
the Tigris, everywhere encounters the signs of spirited construction, First 
the Ba'ath built a new party headquarters; now luxury hotels and congress 
centers are arising. This fall the OPEC oil ministers will meet in Baghdad, 
2 years hence the conference of nonaligned nations is set for the Iragi 
capital. iraq is well placed among the oil producing countries; its reser- 
ves are at least as large as those of Saudi Arabia. Following Marshal 
Tito's death Baghdad openly asserts the Iragi claim to take over the lea 
dership of the nonaligned movement from Yugoslavia. No day passes without 
Saddam Husayn receiving politicians from the Third World, ranging from 
Niger's head of state to politicians from Arab "fraternal countries."

Text. The alarm was sounded by the small but well informed Beirut daily 
AL-BAYRAQ. lt reported a secret meeting between Syrian Major General 
Mustata Tlass and Soviet Defense Minister Marshal Ustinov in a holiday re- 
sort tor VIP's at the Bulgarian Black Sea coast. Allegedly the accession 
of Syria to the Warsaw Pact was discussed in the greatest detail. 


Near iast Specialists on the French general staff tend to be skeptical of 
this report: “Of course it would mean a strategic landslide in the Near 
East, at NATO's southeastern flank. For the first time the Soviet Amny, by 
virtue of such am alliance, would officially stand at the shores of the 
Mediterranean. The ports of Latakia, Baniyas-Tartus and al-Mina al-Bayda 
would be under the virtually direct supervision of Admiral Gorshkov. So 
far his ships enjoyed only limited rights there," it is said in Paris. 


Since the loss of the Egytian naval bases a rear-admiral of the Soviet 
Union has permanently resided in Latakia, together with a staff of 1,200 
specialists. Israeli agents record 7-32 ship movements in the port each 
month. They invariably involve supply ships of the Soviet Navy. They take 
on fresh water md war materiel earlier flown in by large transport air- 
craft. The Parisian observers comment: “Latakia ad the two other Syrian 
ports are no more than relay stations for the Soviet fleet, in fé@ct naval 
supply bases. No operations are directed fram there. Besides, the Soviet 
rear-admiral has always been subordinated to his ranking equai, Syrian 
Admiral Muhammad Haoud.” 


Syrie's accession to the Warsaw Pact wou.id, however, dramatically alter 
this configuration, The supply bases would immediately become centers of 
Operations, and the alliance partners in charge before would have to take 
a back seat.
